Notes to Financial Statements

THE COMPANY AND ITS SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

The Company. Keystone Capital Corporation (the "Company") is a registered broker-
dealer licensed by the Securities and Exchange Commission ("SEC") and a member of
the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority and the Securities Investor Protection
Corporation. The Company provides broker-dealer services as an introducing broker-
dealer clearing customer transactions through another broker-dealer on a fully disclosed
basis.

Accounting Estimates. The preparation of financial statements in conformity with
generally accepted accounting principles requires management to make estimates that
affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosures of contingent assets
and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues
and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results may differ from those estimates.

Revenue Recognition. Security transactions and the related commission revenue and
expense are recorded on a settlement date basis.

Income Taxes. The Company uses the liability method of accounting for income taxes
whereby deferred tax asset and liability account balances are calculated at the balance
sheet date using the current tax laws and rates in effect.

Financial Instruments. The carrying values reflected in the statement of financial
condition at June 30, 2010 reasonably approximate the fair values for financial
instruments. In making such assessment, the Company has utilized discounted cash flow
analyses, estimates, and quoted market prices as appropriate. No allowance for potential
credit losses was considered necessary at June 30, 2010.

SUBORDINATED LIABILITIES

During fiscal 2010, the Company had no liabilities that were subordinated to the claims
of general creditors.

RELATED PARTY TRANSACTIONS

During fiscal 2010, the Company paid an affiliate approximately $8,000 for the use of
facilities and administrative assistance.

INCOME TAXES

As of June 30, 2010, the Company had a net operating loss carryforward (“NOL”) of
approximately $75,000 which may be available to reduce future taxable income subject to
any limitations arising from changes in Company ownership. The NOL expires through
2025. The Company has not recognized any deferred tax assets or liabilities because
future utilization of the NOL is uncertain and timing differences are insignificant.

NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

Under Rule 15¢3-1 of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934, the Company is required to
maintain a minimum net capital (as defined) and a ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net
capital (as defined) not exceeding 15 to 1.

At June 30, 2010, the Company had a ratio of 9.8 to 1. The basic concept of the Rule 1s
liquidity, its object being to require a broker-dealer in securities to have at all times
sufficient liquid assets to cover its current indebtedness. At June 30, 2010, the Company
had net capital of $11,197 which was $3,882 in excess of the amount required by the
SEC.

COMPUTATION FOR DETERMINATION OF RESERVE REQUIREMENTS
AND INFORMATION RELATING TO THE POSSESSION AND CONTROL
REQUIREMENTS UNDER RULE 15¢3-3

The Company relies on Section K (2) (ii) of the Securities Exchange Rule 15¢3-3 to
exempt them from the provisions of these rules.

OFF BALANCE SHEET RISK

As discussed in Note 1, the- Company does not hold customer segregated cash or
securities balances. Transactions are processed by a clearing firm on a fully disclosed
basis. In conjunction with this arrangement, the Company is contingently liable for any
unsecured debit balances in the customer accounts introduced by the Company. These
customer activities may expose the Company to off-balance-sheet credit risk in the event
the introduced customer is unable to fulfill its contracted obligations. The Company
seeks to control such credit risk by monitoring its exposure to the risk of loss daily, on an
account-by-account basis. At June 30, 2010, the Company was not responsible for any
unsecured debits and did not have any open positions in its trading accounts.

3. Complying with the requirements for prompt payment for securities under Section 8 of
Federal Reserve Regulation T of the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System.

The management of the Company is responsible for establishing and maintaining internal control
and the practices and procedures referred to in the preceding paragraph. In fulfilling this
responsibility, estimates and judgments by management are required to assess the expected
benefits and related costs of controls and of the practices and procedures referred to in the
preceding paragraph and to assess whether those practices and procedures can be expected to
achieve the SEC’s above-mentioned objectives. Two of the objectives of internal control and the
practices and procedures are to provide management with reasonable but not absolute assurance
that assets for which the Company has responsibility are safeguarded against loss from
unauthorized use or disposition and that transactions are executed in accordance with
management’s authorization and recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial
statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.
